American Presence in Saigon 


The President has indicated his concern that we do everything 
possible to reduce the American presence in Saigon by bringing 
Americans back to the United States, by keeping them in the 
countryside and by keeping them out of sight while in Saigon. 

He would appreciate your asking Ambassador Bunker to submit, 
in coordination with General Abrams, recommendations on what 
can be done in this regard. Ambassador Bunker should also be 
encouraged to take any immediate actions which he believes ad¬ 
visable. 


It would be useful if he and General Abrams could be asked at 
the same time to supply us with a summary of our current efforts 
to reduce our presence in Saigon.
